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British Cruiser

LONDON, Oct. 23—(AP)—Ger- 
man broadcasts claimed today that 
a British cruiser was sunk and a 
destroyer set afire in a clash with 
light German naval formations near 
the Channel Islands off the French 
coast last night. 

The German claim said the 
cruiser was hit by three to four tor- 
pedoes and blew up. 

The German craft was escorting 
a convoy through the channel when 
they were sighted by the British 
destroyers 60 miles southwest of 
the channel islands, the broadcast 
said. 

There was no immediate confirm- 
ation.

LONDON, Oct. 23.— A 
great force of British and 
Canadian bombers dropped 
an estimated 2,000 tons or 
more of blockbusters and fire 
bombs on the battered Ger- 
man arms and aircraft centre 
of Kassel last night. while 
smaller raiding fleets ham- 
mered Cologne and Frank- 
furt. 

Flying 70 miles beyond the ruin- 
ed Ruhr valley, the R.A.F. and 
R.C.A.F. night raiders gave Kassel 
its second heavy battering of the 
past three weeks and its 14th of 
the war: turning vast areas of the 
sprawing factory city into a flam- 
ing shambles. 

Forty-four bombers were lost in 
the Kassel raid and in the attacks 
on Cologne and Frankfurt, which 
apparently were aimed at diverting 
enemy fighters from the main tar- 
get. 

CLEAR OVER TARGET 

Bad weather hid the bombers all 
the way to Kassel, but the skies 
were clear over the target and re- 
ports of returning crewmen indi- 
cated the attack was well con- 
centrated, 

The loss was the heaviest suf- 
fered by the R.A.F. and R.C.A.F, 
in weeks, but it was believed the 
raid had more or less complet- 
ed the knockout of Kassel, adding

LONDON, Oct. 23.—(CP)—Ger- 
many has only begun to taste the 
air power of the United Nations 
and it is possible that before long 
the Nazi war potential will feel 
the constant blast of heavy bombs 
from three sides—Britain, Russia 
and Italy. 

Until now, British, Canadian 
and United States bombers, based 
in Britain, have been shouldering 
the brunt of the strategic bomb- 
ing offensive, but as the Allies 
steadily gain ground in Italy and 
as the Soviet army steam-rollers 
ahead in Russia, a three-front aer- 
ial attack becomes more and more 
probable. 

When it will be possible to co- 
ordinate such an attack is guess- 
work. But it is likely to come 
when the Russians pause to re- 
group and organize, and airfields 
in Italy, Sardinia and Corsica are 
adequately stocked with aircraft, 
fuel, bombs and other supplies. 

Expressing this view “The Aero- 
plane,” authoritative aviation 
magazine, said that “insufficient 
credit” had been given to the con- 
tribution by the British and Am- 
erican fighter and bomber offen- 
sive for the steady progress on 
land in Italy and Russia.

Think Nazis Down 
Swedish Airliner

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 23,—A new 
crisis in $wedish-German ¢ela- 
tions threatened today following 
reports that an unidentified war- 
plane, presumably German, shot 
down a Swedish passenger plane 
off the west coast of Sweden last 
night, killing 11 of the 13 per- 
sons aboard. 

The airliner crashed in flames on 
the Swedish island of Holloe, in the 
Skagerrak about 55 miles north of 
Goteborg, after being under at- 
tack for 10 minutes. 

News of the disaster caused a 
sensation here, and it was believed 
that it would have a serious reac- 

tion in Sweéish official quarters as 
well as with the genera] public, 
if the general assumption that the 
attacking plane was German should 
prove correct. 


Popular indignation was height- 
ened by the fact that another 
Swedish passenger plane was shot 
down under similar circumstances 
two months ago. The attacker in 
that instance also was believed to 
have been German, although its 
identity never has been establish- 
ed officially,

The bombers, striking in support 

of embattled Australian troops who 
have been holding off repeated 
Japanese attacks in the area for 
the past week, hit the surprised 
enemy early Thursday,

To Every Man a Job 


Hon. lan Mackenzie. “with the full 
authority of the Government,” told an 
audience at Orangeville that there must 
be full employment in Canada in peace- 
time as there is in wartime. “If,” he said, 
“under the stresses of war we can create 
full employment for all our people, we 
should be equally able to do so in times of 
peace.” This is plain sense, and a definite 
pledge on the part of the Government 
which Mr, Mackenzie represents. 

But there is no use supposing that 
everyone believes it can be done, When the 
possibility of full employment was sug- 
gested a few years ago it was hotly chal- 
lenged in some quarters and ridiculed in 
others. The public authority, it was ar- 
gued, could only in a limited way affect the 
measure of employment offering in the 
country. It is idle to suppose that all these 
doubting Thomases have been converted in 
the meantime. 

But the fact remains that Canada is 
able to support its people, because it al- 
ways has done so. Even in the worst years 
of the depression its people were fed and 
clothed and sheltered, by one means or an- 
other. The standard of living was very 
low for hundreds of thousands, but there 
Was never a time when the amount of 
wealth created was insufficient to a good 
standard for all. What was lacking was 
such a distribution of earning power as 
would have put the fruits of labor within 
reach of every person 

Such a distribution will have to he 
made when peace returns and war indus- 
try dwindles away. That can be done, and 
will have to be done, whatever departures 
in public policy are necessary. There must 
be a job for every man—-and woman— 
who needs wages or salary to live

Feuds Don’t Help 


The Balkan peninsula is living up to its 
reputation for turbulence. Not to be out- 
done by the Yugoslavs. who have two arm- 


ies alternately fighting the occupation 
forces and denouncing each other, the 


Greeks have three guerilla groups which 
divide their time between making war on 
the Nazis and taking pot-shots 2t one an- 
other, 

Whether they realize it or not, these 
zealots are prolonging the miseries of their 
peoples, by postponing the day when out- 
side help can be given to the ousting of the 
Axis forces and the freeing of their coun- 
tries. Nothing is much less likely than that 
the Allies will attempt any large scale in- 
vasion of the area until something like 
peace and unity has come to prevail be- 
tween the factions. And without such an in- 
vasion there is no prospect that either 
Yugoslavia or Greece will get quick relief. 

United, the rival forces in either coun- 
try would double their own striking power, 
could be given equipment which they need, 
and would guarantee that British, Ameri- 
can or Canadian troops landing on their 
shores would get powerful While 
they continue to bicker and even fight each 
other, these advantages are being wasted, 
the common enemy is benefitting, and the 
people in both countries endure the hard- 
ships imposed upon them by their alien 
masters and the inevitable scarcity of food 
and other necessaries of life.

The Sack of Rome 


There is plenty of historical support for 
Madrid despatches saying that the Nazis 
are sacking Rome, in anticipation of hav- 
ing to move out. They have passed up no 
favorable opportunities to loot elsewhere 
in Italy or in other countries. That they 
would spare the “cultural and _ historic 
monuments” about which Herr Goebbels 
Was So concerned a few weeks ago was not 
to be supposed. What they cannot carry 
away they will probably destroy, as_at 
Naples. 

Rome is a treasury of relics, antiques 
and masterpieces of world famous artists 
In any circumstances these would excite 
the cupidity of the mliitary descendants of 
the Goths and Huns, and to the profits of 
thievery there is added for their inspira- 
tion the opportunity to take vengeance on 
the Italians for ousting Mussolini and 
breaking with the Axis. Hither incitement 
would be sufficient; together they must 
be irresistible to Hitler's trained bandits. 

It can be hoped however that there re- 
mains in Germany enough of the old-time 
veneration for such treasures that those 
which are carried away will be put in places 
of safety from which they may in time be 
restored to their rightful owners. There 
would be no military advantage in depriv- 
ing future generations of these souvenirs. 
They are probably stolen for their market 
value, or to embellish the halls at Berchtes- 
gaden and other centres in the Reich.

The Fighters Are Buying 


A highly significant fact is that the 
members of Canada’s fighting forces at 
home and abroad are subscribing to the 
Fifth Victory Loan not only more heavily 
than they did to fermer issues, but in 
amounts which are very large in propor- 
tion to the pay they receive.

But they are 
buying bonds at a rate which sets a pace 
for civilians, the circumstances taken into 
account. 

The reasons are apparent if one cares 
to lock for them. These men know, as civ- 
ilians cannot know, how imperative is the 
need of keeping our war effort going all- 
out. No one can so well understand what it 
means to those on the fighting fronts 
whether they are plentifully supplied or 
scantily supplied with weapons, ammuni- 
tion, food and all other necessities. They 
sense, as others cannot, how really the life 
of a fighting man depends upon the kind 
and amount of equipment and other sup- 
plies that are within his reach, and how 
the outcome of a battle may hinge, and 
often does hinge, upon the food and the 
fighting machinery of the opposing forces. 

Knowing these things, our fighters are 
from their modest rates of pay handing 
over many millions of dollars to the Gov- 
ernment with which to keep the supplies 
rolling toward the fighting zones. Their 
example is all the proof-civilians need that 
buying war bonds is not a matter of cas- 
ual choice; that it is a matter of life or 
death, of victory or defeat: The fighting 
men are backing themselves and their 
comrades to the limit. Those who enjoy the 
safety and the opportunities of civilian life 
cannot in self-respect and fairness do any 
less.

“One night in April, 1942, Flying Officer Maclntyre and Pilot Otticer 
Hewitt (RAFVR) were captain and navigator, respectively, of an aircraft 
detailed to carry out a low level attack on the German Naval Base at 
Trondheim. The target was located and in the face of intense opposition 
from the enemy's ground defences the o!\ack was pressed home with 
great coolness and determination from a low level. During this operation 
the aircraft was hit. The outer portion of the wing caught fire and the 
fuselage and cockpit were filled with smoke, Soon the aireraft was well! 
alight and as it become uncontrollable, Flying Olficer Maclatyre decided 
to descend on to a lake to which he was directed by Pilot Officer Hewitt 
This he achieved by a feat of superb airmonship. The crew then manned 
their dinghy and made their way to the side of the lake. Alter a perilous 
journey and suffering great hardships, Flying Olficer MacIntyre and his 
crew eventually reached England.

Soviet Withdrawal 
Out of Turkestan 
Claimed by Writer 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—(AP)— 
Soviet Russia has withdrawn “from 
the heartland of Asia” — China's 
great interior province of Sinkiang, 
or Turkestan — and the Chinese 
government has reassumed full 
authority there, a Time magazine 
correspondent reports in the cur- 
rent issue. 

Theodore White, Time's Chung- 
king correspondent, tells of this 
change, “a diplomatic feat as great 
as any in Chinese history,” after 
returning from the first visit to 
that little-known territory by a 
foreign journalist in many years. 

Sinkiang had been under Soviet 
influence from 1934 to 1942, when 
Chinese diplomacy began working 
to recover full authority
